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Greece is the word: Wildrose 
says Tory debt plan slippery 
slope over fiscal cliff 


Debt-free. 

‘It's like Ralph Klein 
and Jim Dinning never 
existed for the PCs,’ 
Danielle Smith says 


Premier Alison Redford’s 
plan to take on debt puts 
Alberta on the same 
slippery slope that sent 
Greece over the fiscal cliff, 
Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith said Monday. 

“We get $10 billion 
worth of resource revenue 
(a year), they (govern¬ 
ment officials) are blowing 
through our (multibillion- 
dollar) savings, and, in addi¬ 
tion to that, they’re taking 
on debt?” said Smith. 

“The level of incompe¬ 
tence on the fiscal side is 
stunning.” 

Smith was responding to 
weekend comments from 
Redford and Finance Min¬ 
ister Doug Horner on the 
state of the Alberta budget. 

Redford promised during 
the February budget and in 
the April election campaign 
to balance the province’s 
books by 2013-14. 

But at the weekend Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative party 
convention in Calgary, Red¬ 
ford and Horner said the 
budget will be balanced as 
promised — but only on the 


day-to-day operations side. 

Horner said they will be 
looking to take on debt or 
enter into private-sector 
agreements to pay for big- 
ticket capital projects such 
as roads, schools and hos¬ 
pitals that can’t wait in a 
growing province. 

They labelled it sound 
financial management akin 
to taking out a mortgage on 
a house, then budgeting to 
make the payments. 

“If everything we do 
right now is funded fully 
with cash in the bank, then 
we are never going to build 
anything more in this prov¬ 
ince,” Redford told repor¬ 
ters. 

Smith said Redford does 
not have the mandate to 
take Alberta back into debt, 
and should take the issue to 
a referendum. 

“If (the Tories) told 
Albertans, ‘We’re going to 
buy things today and put 
the mortgage on our kids 
and our grandlcids,’ I can 
assure you they would not 
have won the election,” she 
said. 

Horner added: “The debt 
that we repaid and celebrat¬ 
ed was an operating debt 
that had been accumulated. 
It’s like paying for your 
groceries with your Visa 
(card). We are not going to 
do that.”

Snow parking ban in effect: Cars 
make way for winter wonderland

Most Edmonton drivers made 
way for city plows, allowing 
for a successful seasonal snow 
parking ban, city officials said. 

The city issued a total of 
626 tickets over the length of 
the ban, but the last time the 
city imposed a ban in Februaiy 
there were more than 1,800. 

“Our compliance rate went 
up a lot so, we were very happy 
with that,” said Erin Blaine, 
with the city’s parking enforce¬ 
ment office. 

The city also towed fewer 
vehicles, just 36 this year com¬ 
pared to 147 in Februaiy. 

With the parking ban over, 
city crews will now move into 
residential neighbourhoods 
scraping and leveling off the 
snow pack. 

The city’s director of road¬ 


way maintenance, Bob Dun- 
ford, said, while there is no 
parking ban for residential 
clearing, if people can get their 
car off the street it would be 
really appreciated. 

“It makes it easier for us, 
we can get through neighbour¬ 
hoods faster and do a more 
thorough job,” he said. 

Dunford said he hopes to 
have the residential clearing 
done at the end of the week. 

Many city roads are still 
very icy, but Dunford said with 
warmer weather and the major 
plowing complete they will be 
able to return to those spots.

The 
city has to give a minimum 
of eight hours notice 
for all parking bans.

Suspicious death outside southeast Edmonton bar 



A man is dead and homicide 
detectives are investigating 
after an incident in south¬ 
east Edmonton early Sun¬ 
day morning. 

Police officers responded 
to a ‘trouble not known’ 
call that came through at 
3 a.m. on Sunday outside 
Boneyard Ale House in the 
area of 34 Avenue and 92 
Street. 

When officers arrived, 
they found a deceased male 
in the parking lot of the 
strip mall, along with un¬ 
injured staff and patrons 


from the bar. 

According to a police re¬ 
lease, it is unknown if any 
of the bystanders witnessed 
the events leading up to the 
man’s death. 

The age and identify of 
the victim, and the cause 
and manner of death have 
not been released. 

An employee who an¬ 
swered the phone at the 
Boneyard Ale House on 
Monday said a manager was 
not available for comment 
and she could not comment 
further on the incident. 


The bar is located in a 
strip mall, which also con¬ 
tains a liquor store, a den¬ 
tal clinic, a spice centre, a 
yoga studio and several 
fabric stores and jewelry 
stores. 

The owner of Sundeep 
Jewellers, which is located 
in the plaza, said his staff 
are concerned.

Bragg Creek. Town lays 
fire plan to prevent

The puppeteer who performs 
as Elmo on Sesame Street 
is taking a leave of absence 
from the iconic kids’ show in 
the wake of allegations that 
he had a relationship with a 
16-year-old boy. 

Puppeteer Kevin Clash, 
52, has denied the charges, 
which, according to Sesame 
Workshop, were first made in 
June by the accuser, who by 
then was 23. 

“We took the allegation 
veiy seriously and took im¬ 
mediate action,” Sesame 
Workshop said in a statement 
issued Monday. “We met with 
the accuser twice and had re¬ 
peated communications with 
him. We met with Kevin, who 
denied the accusation.” 

The organization described 
the relationship as “unrelated 



to the workplace.” Its inves¬ 
tigation found the allegation 
of underage conduct to be 
unsubstantiated. But it said 
Clash exercised “poor judg¬ 
ment” and was disciplined 


for violating company policy 
regarding Internet usage. It of¬ 
fered no details. 

“I had a relationship with 
the accuser,” Clash said in 
a statement of his own. “It 


was between two consent¬ 
ing adults and I am deeply 
saddened that he is trying to 
characterize it as something 
other than what it was.”

NewIRAdaims

A new Irish Republican

The group, a merger of 
factions that brands itself 
as simply the IRA, said in a 
statement to the Irish News 
in Belfast its members shot 
to death David Black this 
month because he worked as 
a guard at Northern Ireland’s 
top-security Maghaberry 
prison.

Hot on the heels of President 
Barack Obama’s re-election 
victory, Justin Trudeau’s Lib¬ 
eral leadership team is look¬ 
ing to U.S. Democrats for 
advice on how to win. 

Mitch Stewart, who was 
the battleground-states dir¬ 
ector for the Obama cam¬ 
paign, has been sought out 
to speak to Trudeau’s strat¬ 
egists on Thursday, accord¬ 
ing to officials with the cam¬ 
paign. 

Trudeau’s leadership bid 
is being organized around 
much of the same strategic 
goals that drove Obama’s 


victories in 2008 and this 
year — rallying support 
from young people and 
other progressive-leaning 
voters who haven’t trad¬ 
itionally cast ballots in elec¬ 
tions. 

If Trudeau wins, that is 
also the same approach he 
hopes to use to put the Lib¬ 
erals back on a competitive 
footing with the Conserva¬ 
tives in 2015. 

Stewart, who rose to the 
top ranks of the Obama 
team after delivering a sur¬ 
prise win in Iowa in 2008, 
was the man in charge of 
getting out the Democratic 
vote this year in all-im¬ 
portant swing states such 
as Ohio and Florida, where 
Obama was triumphant over 
Republican challenger Mitt 
Romney.

Police officer raped by 
colleague fights back 

Denise Robinson used to 
feel completely alone before 
making her stoiy about being 
raped by a fellow police officer 
public. 

But that changed once 
other female officers came 
forward with similar stories. 

“For so long I thought this 
was an isolated case and I 
thought, ‘oh my God, no one 
else has ever been through this 
before,”’ said Robinson, a spe¬ 


cial constable with the Kativilc 
Regional Police in northern 
Quebec. 

She was raped by her col¬ 
league, Joe Willie Saunders, 
on Feb. 5,2010, while she was 
intoxicated in her police resi¬ 
dence after being driven home 
from a house party. Saunders 
pleaded guilty to sexual assault 
and was sentenced Aug. 24 to 
18 months in jail. 

Robinson said her employer 
stopped paying her after she 
reported the incident to her 
superiors a few days later 
because she was deemed unfit 
for work. 



Without work and a pay- 
cheque, she has been staying 
with family in Ottawa for the 
better part of two years while 
receiving treatment for post- 
traumatic stress disorder and 


fighting for lost pay from the 
police force. 

Robinson said on Nov. 2 
her employer offered her three 
months’ pay if she quit her job. 

“Accepting that offer, to 
me, is telling them it’s OK 
what they did,” she said. 

After she decided to make 
her stoiy public and launch 
an online petition to protect 
female officers from abuse and 
discrimination, she said four 
female police officers have 
contacted her to tell their stor¬ 
ies about sexual harassment in 
the workplace.

Israeli tanks struck a Syrian ar¬ 
tillery launcher Monday after 
a stray mortar shell flew into 
Israel-held territoiy, the first 
direct clash between the neigh¬ 
bours since the Syrian uprising 
began nearly two years ago. 

The confrontation fuelled 
new fears that the Syrian civil 
war could drag Israel into the 
violence, a scenario with grave 
consequences for the region. 
The fighting has already spilled 
into Lebanon, Jordan and Tur¬ 
key. 

“We are closely monitoring 
what is happening and will re¬ 
spond appropriately. We will 
not allow our borders to be 
violated or our citizens to be 
fired upon,” Israeli Prime Min¬ 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu said 
Monday in a speech to foreign 
ambassadors. 

While officials believe Syr¬ 
ian President Bashar Assad has 
no interest in picking a fight 
with Israel, they fear the em¬ 
battled Syrian leader may try 
to draw Israel into the fighting 
in a bout of desperation. Israeli 



officials believe it is only a mat¬ 
ter of time before Syrian rebels 
topple the longtime leader. 

The conflict has already 
spilled over into several of 
Syria’s other neighbours — 
whether in direct violence or in 
the flood of refugees fleeing the 
bloodshed. More than 36,000 
Syrians have been killed in the 
fighting, according to estimates 
by anti-Assad activists. 

Although the Israeli militaiy 
is more modem and powerful, 
Syria has a collection of chem¬ 
ical weapons that could wreak 
havoc if deployed. Fighting be¬ 
tween the two could drag in 
Syria’s close ally, the Lebanese 
guerrilla group Hezbollah, or 
Islamic militant groups in the 
Gaza Strip, the associated press

A CIA sex scandal seemingly 
torn from the pages of a best¬ 
selling spy novel is enthralling 
the United States despite the 
aftermath of a presidential 
election that has spurred a 
substantive debate about the 
changing face of America. 

Divided as they may be pol¬ 
itically, however, Americans 
are united in their fascination 
with the scandal engulfing 
David Petraeus, the director 
of the world-renowned spy 
agency who quit last week 
after admitting an extra-mari¬ 
tal affair. 

The relationship was re¬ 
vealed when the FBI discov¬ 
ered his lover, Paula Broad- 
well, had sent threatening 
emails to yet another woman, 
Jill Kelley — who insists 
she’s a close family friend of 
Petraeus and his wife, not a 
second paramour. The messa¬ 
ges warned the Tampa woman 
to stay away from Petraeus. 

According to a blog written 
by Petraeus’s adult daughter, 
Anne, Kelley and her husband 
were close to the Petraeuses. 
The two families and their 
children often spent Christ¬ 
mas and Thanksgiving togeth¬ 
er in recent years. 

Kelley complained to the 
FBI when the emails began ap¬ 
pearing in her inbox over the 
summer. 

Petraeus, 60, was report¬ 
edly stunned to learn his lover 
was behind the harassment of 
the woman she believed to be 
a romantic rival. 

The celebrated four-star 
general and Broadwell, 40, 
had known one another for 
six years, but their affair 
didn’t start until after he left 
the army last year, said Steve

Omnishambles word of note 


Britain’s media are in a 
meltdown and its govern¬ 
ment is gaffe-prone, so 
Oxford Dictionaries has 
chosen an apt Word of the 
Year: “omnishambles.” 

Oxford University Press 
on Tuesday crowned the 
word — defined as “a situa¬ 
tion that has been com¬ 
prehensively mismanaged, 
characterized by a string 
of blunders and miscalcu¬ 
lations” — its top term of 


2012. 

Each year Oxford Uni¬ 
versity Press tracks how 
the English language is 
changing and chooses a 
word that best reflects the 
mood of the year. The pub¬ 
lisher typically chooses sep¬ 
arate British and American 
winners. This year’s Amer¬ 
ican champion is “gif,” 
short for graphics inter¬ 
change format, a common 
format for images on the 


Internet. 

Coined by writers of the 
satirical television show 
“The Thick of It,” om¬ 
nishambles has been ap¬ 
plied to everything from 
government PR blunders to 
the crisis-ridden prepara¬ 
tions for the London Olym¬ 
pics. 

Oxford University Press 
lexicographer Susie Dent 
said the word was chosen 
for its popularity as well as 


its “linguistic productivity.” 

She said “a notable coin¬ 
age coming from the word 
is Romneyshambles” — a 
derisive term used by the 
British press after U.S. 
presidential candidate Mitt 
Romney expressed doubts 
about London’s ability to 
host a successful Olympics. 
Omnishambles was chosen 
over shortlisted terms like 
“mummy porn”.

‘Sometimes it’s like

Hulking military vehicles 
and mud-caked cars moved 
slowly through a New York 
City waterfront neighbour¬ 
hood still reeling from 
Superstorm Sandy. Then 
came a spotless SUV with 
three passengers peering 
out at mangled homes. 

Residents have learned to 
recognize the disaster tour¬ 
ists — people drawn to the 
scene of tragedy. 

“Sometimes it’s like 
we’re at the zoo,” said 
Mickey Merrell, whose front 
porch was askew. “So many 
people come and stop and 
stare at this place.” 

Two weeks after Sandy 
hit, more than 75,000 
people remained without 
power Monday in the most 
densely populated area of 
the United States. That in¬ 
cluded thousands of low- 
income people in public 
housing, where volunteers 


continued to go door-to- 
door in pitch-black towers 
to look for the elderly and 
infirm who’ve been unable 
to leave for help. 

An administration of¬ 


ficial said New York’s gov¬ 
ernor planned to request 
at least $30 billion in fed¬ 
eral disaster aid. The official 
wasn’t authorized to speak 
publicly because the details 


weren’t final. 

The storm ripped up sea¬ 
side homes, businesses and 
boardwalks, and the cam- 
era-toting curious quickly 
followed. 

“It’s a little annoying,” 
said resident Chris Nasella, 
who was cleaning up a home 
that had been reduced to a 
shell. “By the same token, 
I would do it, too. I don’t 
think anyone wouldn’t want 
to look at boats that are 
picked up and left on the 
streets. As long as you don’t 
get a kick out of it, it’s an 
amazing thing.” 

Elsewhere, anger con¬ 
tinued at the Long Island 
Power Authority, which on 
Monday said about 64,000 
customers remained with¬ 
out power. Hundreds of resi¬ 
dents have gathered to pro¬ 
test in recent days. 

“We certainly under¬ 
stand the frustration that’s 
out there,” LIPA’s chief 
operating officer, Michael 
Hervey, said in a conference 
call Sunday. But he said the 
storm was worse than ex¬ 
pected.

U.S. Catholic bishops 
keep up fight on 
gay marriage 

A subdued U.S. Conference 
of Catholic Bishops acknow¬ 
ledged Monday that voters 
rejected the stands they took 
against gay marriage and 


birth control, but gave no sign 
they would change strategy. 

Same-sex marriage sup¬ 
porters made a four-state 
sweep of U.S. ballot measures 
last week, despite intensive 
advocacy by bishops in favour 
of traditional marriage. Bish¬ 
ops also spoke out sharply 
against President Barack 
Obama’s mandate that most 
employers provide health 


insurance that covers artificial 
contraception. Critics accused 
the bishops of going so far 
that they appeared to be back¬ 
ing Mitt Romney. 

The bishops insist their 
complaints were not partisan.

presidency that many bishops 
characterized as a threat to

Widow 
sues Fox 
over Inside 
Afghan ER 

A widow of a U.S. Army 
soldier killed in a blast in 
Afghanistan has sued Fox 
Cable Networks and the 
National Geographic Society 
over a documentary that 
showed her husband and 
family. 

The documentary about a 
combat hospital called Inside 
Afghan ER featured Staff Sgt. 
Kevin Casey Roberts, who 
was serving with the 4th 
Brigade Combat Team, 101st 
Airborne Division when an 
improvised explosive device 
struck his vehicle in Khost 
province in Afghanistan in 
2008. 

A year after his death, his 
wife, Donnice Roberts, got a 
call from a service mem¬ 
ber in Germany who saw 
her husband in the docu¬ 
mentary. According to the 
lawsuit filed in Texas on Nov. 
1, she never knew there was 
video footage related to her 
husband’s death and that the 
documentary existed. 

She is seeking at least 
$750,000 in damages and 
wants a judge to prevent the 
film from airing again. She 
also wants the cable network 
to stop using images of mil- 
itaiy families without their 
permission.

Fingers pointed 
at Dalai Lama for 
apparent displays of 
separatist support 


China on Monday accused the 
Dalai Lama of allying with 
Japanese right-wingers in an 
island dispute as a way of at¬ 
tacking China and blamed 
him for glorifying a wave 
of self-immolations among 
Tibetans. 

The exiled Tibetan spiritual 
leader’s use of the Japanese 
name for an island chain 
claimed by both Beijing and 
Tokyo showed his “reaction¬ 
ary nature” and determina¬ 
tion to split China apart under 
the guise of religion, Chinese 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Hong Lei said. 

“To achieve his separatist 
goal, he associated with the 
Japanese right-wing forces. 
Chinese people despise him 
for what he did. We are 
firmly opposed to any coun¬ 



try’s providing a stage for 
him,” Hong said. 

Tensions have run high 
over the islands, known as 
Senkalcu in Japanese and 
Diaoyu in Chinese, ever since 
the Japanese government na¬ 
tionalized some of them in 
September in a bid to prevent 
Tokyo’s right-wing mayor 


from buying them. 

Violent anti-Japanese pro¬ 
tests broke out in a number 
of Chinese cities, and Beijing 
has sent ships to conduct near¬ 
constant patrols near the un¬ 
inhabited rocks. 

Hong also attacked the 
Dalai Lama for comments 
Monday that reportedly ac¬ 
cused the Chinese govern¬ 
ment of failing to investigate 
the root cause of despair and 
hopelessness among Tibetans 
that many say is prompting 
them to take their lives as a 
form of protest. 

China has long accused 
the Dalai Lama and his sup¬ 
porters of inspiring such acts, 
despite his condemnation of 
all forms of violence. 

The Dalai Lama fled to 
India following an abor¬ 
tive 1959 uprising against 
Chinese rule over Tibet. He 
denies seeking the region’s 
independence, saying that 
he wishes Tibetans to enjoy 
real autonomy and protec¬ 
tion for their traditional 
Buddhist culture.

At least $2 billion US worth of 
diamonds have been stolen 
from Zimbabwe’s eastern dia¬ 
mond fields and have enriched 
President Robert Mugabe’s rul¬ 
ing circle, international gem 
dealers and criminals, accord¬ 
ing to an organization leading 
the campaign against conflict 
diamonds. 


Zimbabwe’s eastern Mar- 
ange field has been mined 
since 2006 and its vast earn¬ 
ings could have turned around 
Zimbabwe’s economy, battered 
by years of meltdown and polit¬ 
ical turmoil, the group said. But 
funds from the diamond sales 
have not showed up in the state 
treasury.

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Argentina issues 
ultimatum over 
seized sailing ship 


Ghana. Ship held over 
decade-old bad debt 


Argentina will ask the Inter¬ 
national Sea Tribunal to order 
the release of a seized navy 
sailing ship in Ghana, the 
South American country said 
on Monday. 

The ARA Libertad training 
ship was seized on Oct. 2 in 
the port of Tema as collateral 
for unpaid bonds dating from 
Argentina’s economic crisis 
a decade ago. Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Hector Timerman said if 
Ghana does not free the ves¬ 
sel by Tuesday, Argentina will 
appeal before the tribunal in 
Hamburg, Germany. 

“The legal representatives 
of the Foreign Ministry are al¬ 
ready in that city to begin the 
legal actions,” Timerman said 
in a press conference. 

Argentina had warned 



Ghana that it would take the 
issue to the arbitrage court 
late last month after a United 
Nations convention on the 
rights of the sea, Timerman 
said. It also asked the African 
country to immediately re¬ 
store power and water servi¬ 
ces to the vessel. 

Ghanaian port authorities 
shut off the water and elec¬ 
tricity to the ship last week 
when Argentina refused to let 


it be moved to a less-busy part 
of the port. Argentina’s sailors 
pulled out rifles to prevent 
Ghanaian officials from board¬ 
ing the vessel to move it. 

“(Ghana officials) put a 
halt to this action and the 
calm has returned,” Defence 
Minister Arturo Puricelli told 
reporters at the press confer¬ 
ence. “But power and water 
services have not been re¬ 
stored.” 

Ghanaian Justice Richard 
Agyei-Frimpong ruled last 
week that the vessel should 
be moved because it is keep¬ 
ing other ships from berth¬ 
ing. Port officials say the port 
is losing tens of thousands of 
dollars per day in berthing 
fees. 

The court ordered it held 
at port due to a court order 
in New York for Argentina to 
pay $1.3 billion to a group of 
investors in the country’s de¬ 
faulted debt.

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Slander case. Damages 
against Girls Gone Wild 
founder cut by $21M 


A judge has cut by more than 
half the $40 million US jury 
verdict that casino mogul Steve 
Wynn was recently awarded 
against Girls Gone Wild found¬ 
er Joe Francis. 

Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Joanne O’Donnell issued 
the ruling Friday cutting the 
award by $21 million US. Her 
ruling eliminates $20 million 
US in punitive damages the 
jury granted Wynn and $1 mil¬ 
lion US they said he deserved 
because of comments Francis 
made on Good Morning Amer¬ 
ica. 

The ruling only affects 
damages awarded in the case 
and preserves the juiy’s deter¬ 
mination that Francis defamed 
Wynn on three separate occa¬ 
sions. Francis vowed to appeal 
the remainder of the verdict. 

“Judge O’Donnell commit¬ 
ted a judicial error by allowing 
this case to even proceed to a 
trial and she knows it,” Francis 
said. “This is only the first step 
of her back peddling and un¬ 
winding her illegal actions in 
order to try to keep her job as 
a judge.” 

Francis’ lawyers also have 
argued the statements on ABC’s 
national morning show were

U.S. retains UN human rights 
seat in only contested election 


The United States was re¬ 
elected Monday to another 
three-year term on the UN 
Human Rights Council in the 
only contested election for 
the organization’s top human 
rights body. 

The U.S. was competing 
with four countries for three 
open seats belonging to the 
Western Group on the coun¬ 
cil. Germany and Ireland were 
also elected by the 193-mem¬ 
ber General Assembly. 

African, Asian, Eastern 
European and Latin Amer¬ 
ican countries put forward 
uncontested slates, meaning 
candidates were virtually 


certain of winning one of the 
18 open seats up for grabs 
in this year’s election on the 
47-member council. 

Several human rights 
groups have criticized a 
number of the candidates as 
unqualified, including Ivory 
Coast, Ethiopia, Gabon, Kaz¬ 
akhstan, Pakistan and Vene¬ 
zuela. 

The five Western nations 
competing for seats — the 
U.S., Germany, Ireland, 
Greece and Sweden — were 
all deemed qualified by the 
rights groups. 

Argentina, Brazil, Ivory 
Coast, Estonia, Ethiopia, 


Gabon, Japan, Kazakhstan, 
Kenya, Montenegro, Pakistan, 
South Korea, Sierra Leone, 
United Arab Emirates and 
Venezuela were also elected 
Monday to three-year terms 
beginning Jan. 1, 2013. 

Former U.S. president 
George W. Bush’s administra¬ 
tion boycotted the council 
when it was established in 
2006 because of its repeated 
criticism of Israel and its re¬ 
fusal to cite flagrant rights 
abuses in Sudan and else¬ 
where.

In recent months, Thomp¬ 
son has faced questions over 
a decision by the BBC’s News- 
night program last December 
to shelve an investigation 
into child sexual-abuse al¬ 
legations against renowned 
BBC children’s television host 
Jimmy Savile. That decision 
was made while Thompson 
was still in charge of the com¬ 
pany. Thompson has said he 
became aware of the investi¬ 
gative report long after it had

Thieves posing as eager art 
students with their teacher 
stole more than $2 million US 
worth of paintings from a mu¬ 
seum in South Africa’s capital 
in a daring armed robbeiy, au¬ 
thorities said Monday. 

The theft Sunday at the 
Pretoria Art Museum saw rob¬ 
bers calmly pay $2.25 apiece 
for tickets and ask a curator 
to show them specific paint¬ 
ings at the galleiy before they 
pulled out pistols and forced 
all others to the ground, of¬ 
ficials said. They tied up the 
curator and others before col¬ 


lecting the paintings they pre¬ 
viously asked about, official 
said. 

The robbers favoured oil 
paintings in their theft, grab¬ 
bing a 1931 painting by famous 
South African artist Irma Stem 
of brightly coloured sailboats 
waiting against a pier, city 
spokesman Pieter de Neclcer 
said. Other works stolen in¬ 
cluded a gouache drawing of 
an eland and bird by South 
African landscape artist J.H. 
Pierneef, a pastel-toned street 
scene by Gerard Sekoto, a 
thick-stroked oil painting of 
a chief by Hugo Naude and a 
picture of a cat near a vase full 
of petunias by Maggie Laubser. 

The robbers left behind 
another oil painting by Stem 
because they were not able 
to fit the painting inside their 
getaway car, de Neclcer said.

Man in same-sex union 
found not guilty of fraud 


A man accused of stealing 
more than $50,000 in wel¬ 
fare payments from the B.C. 
government while he was in 
a same-sex relationship has 
been found not guilty. 

The provincial court fraud 
trial of Gordon Street of Van- 
derhoof, B.C., heard the man 
collected the money over a 
five-year period dating back 
to September 2001. The 
Crown claimed Street was 
overpaid because he didn’t 
disclose that he was in a com¬ 


mon-law relationship. 

Street’s lawyer argued the 
claim was accurate because a 
gay man could not have been 
married to another man at 
the time. 

In a mling last week, 
Judge Darrell O’Byrne acquit¬ 
ted Street, saying that the 
man and his friend may have 
been “buddies with benefits,” 
but he didn’t find beyond a 
reasonable doubt that the 
men were in a common-law 
relationship, the Canadian press

Brick acquisition 
will help Leon’s 
keep lid on costs 


Retail. Companies plan 
to flex their joined 
purchasing power 


A combined Leon’s and The 
Brick should be able to en¬ 
hance their competitiveness 
in an increasingly gritty retail 
environment even though both 
banners will continue to fly 
separately, the companies and 
analysts said Monday. 

The friendly purchase of 
Edmonton-based The Brick by 
Toronto-based Leon’s for $700 
million has less to do with dir¬ 
ect competition posed by giant 
American retailers such as Tar¬ 
get or Wal-Mart, they said, than 
with the need to keep a lid on 
costs. 

“What’s most in the fore¬ 
front of our minds is: The econ¬ 
omy is difficult, generally it’s 
not growing, and if it is grow-

ing, it’s growing veiy slowly,” 
said Teny Leon, CEO of Leon’s 
who will head up the combined 
entity. 

“So the best way to grow 


and to expand is to, if you can, 
make a purchase that makes 
sense.” 

The Canadian retail land¬ 
scape has been shifting in re¬ 
cent years as more American 
chains in search of growth 
opportunities make their way 
north, which has increased 
competition in retail segments, 
including furniture. 

As well, many Canadian re¬ 
tailers from Loblaw to Canadian 
Tire have moved to compete 
by diversifying their offerings, 
including through furniture 
sales, to become more of a one- 
stop shop experience for con¬ 
sumers. 

The companies said they 
had no plans to close any stores 
or lay off any employees. Rath¬ 
er, they said, they would tiy 
to become more competitive 
initially by flexing their com¬ 
bined purchasing muscles and 
by joining distribution chan¬ 
nels.

Quebec. Victims’ fund 
set up after plant blast 


A special fund will be cre¬ 
ated to help the families of 
victims in a plant explosion 
last week that killed three 
people, sent 19 to hospital 
and flattened an industrial 
facility. 

The company that owns 
the plant, Neptune Tech¬ 
nologies & Bioressources, 
announced its plan to set up 
the fund Monday. 

It said the fund would 
pay for psychological help 
and offer financial assistance 
to families of workers who 
were killed or remained in 
hospital. 

An explosion and sub¬ 


sequent fire destroyed the 
company’s production plant 
in Quebec’s Eastern Town¬ 
ships. The explosion could 
be heard for kilometres, and 
the fire reduced the plant to 
heaps of charred rubble. 

It was one of two similar 
incidents in Quebec within 
a 24-hour period. Several 
hours later, an explosion 
rocked a plant in the same 
region belonging to Bombar¬ 
dier Recreational Products. 

Bombardier said Monday 
that one of its employees, 
who was in hospital, had 
died from his injuries.

Wherever I am in the city, 

I am never more than five 
blocks away from somewhere I 
have cried. 

As a non-hermit kind of

Unfortunately, my sob sessions leave me looking like 
a blubbering mess with swollen red eyes and a gruesome 
mixture of mascara and snot streaming down my face. 

I’ve always thought of my tendency to burst into tears 
as a sign of weakness. I felt as though I was exhibiting a 
complete lack of self control every time I lost it during a 
sentimental reality show moment or when I missed the 
bus by seven seconds. 

But as our communication channels evolve and our real 
emotions become increasingly replaced with cartoon-like 
emoticons, I’ve come to realize that crying is actually an 
incredible embodiment of our own mood.

Bruce. Author balances 
inner fan boy with 
unveiling Springsteen’s 
imperfections

When Peter Ames Carlin learn¬ 
ed that Bruce Springsteen was 
willing to sit down with him for 
the Boss biography that he was 
writing, the author had to keep 
himself in check. 

Yes, this was the first time 
that Springsteen would be 
cooperating with a biographer 
in 25 years, and yes, this was the 
man who had helped inform 
his world vision, but Carlin had 
a warts-and-all book to write. 

“The fan boy in me had been 
locked in a cage long before I got 
to meet Bruce,” says the author. 
“When I met him, it was super¬ 
intense, but for me, the thing 
that mattered at that point was 
that I was working on this book 
and this could conceivably be 
the difference between it being 
an extraordinary book and be¬ 
ing another book about Bruce 
Springsteen.” 

The book, simply titled 
Bruce does, arguably, achieve 
the distinction that he was 
hoping for. 

Through intimate inter¬ 
views with family members 
and band members past and 
present, Carlin unearths previ¬ 
ously unpublished anecdotes 
about his subject’s childhood 
(as a little kid, Springsteen 
kept the same nocturnal rock 
star hours he does now), about 
his early rocking years (one of 
Springsteen’s bands honoured a 
commitment at a small New Jer¬ 


sey club rather than accepting 
an invitation to play Woodstock 
in 1969) and his family struggles 
with mental illness. 

“A big part of how this book 
advances the story is being very 
up front about how his dad was 
manic depressive. He had a ser¬ 
ious untreated mental illness for 
his entire adult life,” says Carlin. 
“We were talking later about 
depression or something and 
I said to him, ‘Bruce, you said 
something to me that made me 
wonder, and it seemed like you 
were telling me that you take 
antidepressants. Am I correct?’ 
and he said, ‘Yeah.’ And I said, 
‘How would you feel about me 
putting that in the book?’ and 
he was silent for a second and 
then he said, ‘Yeah, that’s OK.’” 

The man that emerges from 
the 474 pages of Bruce is alter¬ 
nately a controlling boyfriend, a 
driven bandleader, a junk food 
junkie and an artist who is con¬ 
stantly challenging himself. 

“He works really hard at be¬ 
ing a good man and doesn’t al¬ 
ways live up to his own expecta¬ 
tions of himself,” says Carlin. 
“It felt very important to me to 
report stories I had heard about 
him being a dick. And I watched 
him have a temper tantrum on 
stage, at a soundcheck, furious 
at a guy who wasn’t even at 
work yet.” 

Even though Carlin unveils 
these imperfections and his in¬ 
ner fan boy is securely locked 
up throughout the narrative, 
he says his respect for Spring¬ 
steen’s artistic vision is un¬ 
wavering. 

“He’s so smart, so sensitive 
and so unafraid to dive into the 
darkness and mourn the hor¬ 
rors of the world, but also main¬ 
tains that belief in possibility,” 
he says.

Photographer Eric Meola, best 
known for capturing Spring¬ 
steen and late E Street Band 
sax legend Clarence Clemons 
on the iconic cover of Bom 
to Run, has also recently 
released a new book on the 


Boss. 

The book, Streets of Fire: 
Bmce Springsteen in Photo¬ 
graphs and Lyrics 1977-1979 
is another rare glimpse of 
an artist who is constantly 
evolving. 

Many of the shots were 
taken at the sparsely decor¬ 
ated farmhouse Springsteen 
rented after Bom to Run 
made him a star. The shots 
almost look like demo ver¬ 
sions of the cover of Darkness 


on the Edge of Town, which 
came out in 1978. 

“Every time we would get 
together, we would end up do¬ 
ing something very different 
from the time before,” says 
Meola. “He would stand in 
attic alcoves with light com¬ 
ing in and creating beautiful 
shadows and I started to real¬ 
ize that the emptiness of the 
house reflected a lot of the 
loneliness and despair that 
was going on in the music.”

K’naan arrived on the scene 
singing about struggles — 
his hit Wavin’ Flag was a 
timely freedom anthem dur¬ 


ing the 2010 World Cup. But 
his new record Country, God, 
or the Girl looks inward. 

“I went to 22 countries 
in Africa, back to back, on 
tour,” the Somalia-born art¬ 
ist says. “Seeing Africa to 
that degree freed me from 
having a narrow message in 
my music.” 

He says when a friend 
told him about working 
in refugee camps during 
the Rwandan genocide, it 
changed his perspective on 
global thinking. 

“When people settled 
into the evening,” he says, 
“nobody talked about the 
horrific tragedies that were 


happening. They were talk¬ 
ing about their lost loves. 
And that hit me so deeply — 
how human beings are hav¬ 
ing the same conversations 
everywhere, even in times of 
war and famine. Their favor¬ 
ite songs are always love 
songs. 

“And I wasn’t speaking to 
them in the place that was 
most important to them.” 

The singer says he has 
come to a conclusion about 
approaching certain subject 
matter. “Love is harder than 
war,” he says. The sound of 
Country, God, or the Girl is 
a blend of pop and African 
melodies, and tracks mostly 


focus on internal conflict, 
relationships and personal 
growth. 

“To progress musically, I 
had to open myself up,” he 
says. K’naan is also joined 
by a wishlist of high pro¬ 
file special guests, includ¬ 
ing Bono, Keith Richards, 
Will.i.am, Nas and Nelly 
Furtado. But no matter who 
is joining him, he says it 
all comes down to one per¬ 
son: “I’ve had the chance 
to write about my experi¬ 
ences in a difficult and vio¬ 
lent life. ... But when the

There’s a new green side dish 
in town with a peppery hit 



Of all the many green vege¬ 
tables available to us, we tend 
to be profoundly lacking in¬ 
spiration when it comes to se¬ 
lecting one for those big family 
dinners. 

Generally, it’s either green 
beans or Brussels sprouts. And 
while both are fine vegetables, 
wouldn’t it be nice if just once 
the token nod to something 
green on the table was some¬ 
thing a little different?

• 1 tsp smoked paprika 


big dinner dishes are likely to 

— leave it for last. 

And yes, the recipe is correct 

— 2 tablespoons of black pep¬ 
per. That’s the point. And it is 
delicious. 

1. Heat oven to 450 F. Line a 
rimmed baking sheet with foil. 

2 . Place the edamame in a 
medium microwave-safe bowl 
and microwave for 1 to 2 min¬ 


utes, or just long enough to 
slightly thaw. Pour off any li¬ 
quid that has accumulated in 
the bowl, then transfer the eda¬ 
mame to the prepared baking 
sheet. 

3 . Add the shrimp to the bak¬ 
ing sheet, then drizzle the oil 
over them and the edamame. 
Sprinkle with the pepper, salt 
and paprika. Use your hands to 
mix eveiything together, mak¬ 


ing certain the shrimp and eda¬ 
mame are well coated with the 
oil and seasonings. Arrange the 
ingredients in an even layer on 
the baking sheet. 

4 . Roast for 5 minutes, then use 
a spatula to turn the shrimp. 
Roast for another 2 to 3 min¬ 
utes, or until the shrimp are 
just pink and firm. Serve im¬ 
mediately.

as Marvin Gaye’s Sexual 
Healing, (the number one 
track to get in the mood 
for sex) and Barry White’s 
Anything (third best),” 
says Dr. Miillensiefen.

Do you have a cheatin’ 
heart? Do you feel guilty or 
anxious? Are you hoping 
for a windfall to save you? 

Chances are, you’ll an¬ 
swer yes to one or more of 
these questions when they 
relate to money. 

Credit Education Week 
Canada (cewc.ca) began 
on Monday. This year, the 
founders of CEWC, Credit 
Canada Debt Solutions and 
Capital One Canada, com¬ 
missioned a survey to find 
out how we really feel about 
money and our spending 
and saving resolutions. 

Interestingly, the survey 
uncovered a whole lotta 
angst going on in our finan¬ 
cial lives. Sixty three per 
cent of Canadians worry so 
much about money they 
lose sleep and for half of us, 
it has caused conflict with 


family or friends. 

Nearly 30 per cent are 
praying for a lottery win 
or an inheritance to secure 
their futures. 

In light of these statis¬ 
tics, it comes as no surprise 
that 81 per cent of us have 
cheated on resolutions 
made about money. 

The source of our finan¬ 
cial woes lies mostly in a 
single area — overspending. 

Pretty much everyone 
does it, with groceries being 
the biggest culprit (76 per 
cent), followed by the need 
to treat or reward ourselves 
(60 per cent) and eating out 
(54 per cent). 

While many Canadians 
(37 and 28 per cent) believe 
that lack of income and 
discipline are at the root of 
their financial troubles, I 
think these are symptoms, 
not causes. 

The real problem is a lack 
of another kind — help. 

There is a crying need 
for assistance and very few 
are getting it. Only eight 
per cent of Canadians use 
a financial planner, for ex¬ 
ample. 

But there are many ways 
to get support in achieving 
financial goals. Old-fash¬ 
ioned hand holding is one. 

Find someone you trust 



to be a mentor and to keep 
you on track. I know one 
woman who enlisted her 
neighbours with the com¬ 
mon goal of making a 
budget and sticking to it. 


They met monthly to bare 
their financial souls — and 
it worked. 

There are also charitable 
counselling services such 
as Credit Canada (credit- 


canada.com) and employers 
are increasingly including 
financial counseling to HR 
programs. 

If you think you need 
help, start looking for it. 


Don’t hide your fi¬ 
nancial problems 
in a closet.

November is financial lit¬ 
eracy month for many prov¬ 
inces in Canada. 


To celebrate, last week 
I spoke at an event along¬ 
side David Chilton, the 
new Dragon from Dragon’s 
Den and author of Wealthy 
Barber, the first personal 
finance book I ever read at 
age 13. 

Chilton is considered the 
pioneer of personal finance 
in Canada, so it was an hon¬ 
our to present with him on 
the theme of Keeping Up 
With The Joneses’. 

Unfortunately, Canadian 
appetite for spending has 
grown substantially over 
the past few decades as our 
incomes have grown and ac¬ 
cess to credit has increased. 


We’ve watched our broke 
neighbours bring home 
fancier cars, upgrade their 
houses and put junior in ex¬ 
pensive competitive sports. 

As a result of adult peer 
pressure, we’ve over-ex- 
tended ourselves to look 
richer in hopes of greater 
happiness, which never 
materializes because true 
happiness isn’t found in a 
new television. 

Meanwhile, the truly 
wealthy are not spending 
this kind of dough. They’re 
living frugally, keeping me¬ 
ticulous budgets and spend¬ 
ing on things that grow in 
value, not shrink. 



These folks report less 
stress, fewer divorces and 
greater personal satisfac¬ 
tion. They are financially 
literate. 

Due to extreme over¬ 
spending, Canadians bor¬ 
row approximately $0.70 of 
every $1 spent and the most 
popular borrowing methods 
are credit cards and lines of 
credit. 

Canadians continue to 
carry balances on our credit 
cards at an average rate of 
19.5 per cent and the aver¬ 
age Canadian household 
owes $40,000 in some type 
of consumer debt. 

Even more frightening is 


the fact that one in 10 fam¬ 
ilies report that they would 
not be able to handle a $500 
unexpected expense. 

What price will Can¬ 
adians pay to keep up with 
their spending? 

The bottom line on over¬ 
spending and debt is that it’s 
restrictive and causes stress. 

If you care about your 
future, channel your energy 
and dollars away from 
image-boosting spending 
and focus on keeping what 
you’ve worked so hard to 
earn. 

If you’re caught in an 
overspending trap, stop. Re¬ 
move spending temptation. 


Avoid bad debt and manage 
good debt by: 

1. Negotiating interest 
rates; and 

2. Paying a little extra 
each month through frugal 
living. 

Chilton offered good ad¬ 
vice last week: Stop com¬ 
plaining about what you 
don’t have. 

Consider yourself lucky 
to live in Canada, where we 
are safe, have access to edu¬ 
cation, health care, jobs 
and other helpful re¬ 
sources.

The Edmonton Eskimos 
cleaned out their lockers on 
Monday, bitterly disappointed 
over their loss in the East Div¬ 
ision semifinal a day earlier. 

Yet despite a tumultuous 
season that ended on an ugly 
note, there was still optimism 
that the franchise will be 
turned around. 

“It was a season where a 
lot of things went on, up and 
down, a roller coaster, but one 
we can learn from,” said defen¬ 
sive back Joe Burnett. “We saw 
a lot of young guys play, grow 
and work and they will con¬ 
tribute next year and years to 
come.” 

The Eskimos’ season ended 
Sunday much like the team’s 
entire year, in confusion, 
second-guessing and defeat. 
Their 42-26 loss to the Toronto 
Argonauts didn’t feel out of 
place after finishing 7-11 dur¬ 
ing the regular season. 

“I’ve always judged myself, 
did you walk away a winner or 
did you walk away a loser, and 
we walked away as losers this 
year,” said linebacker J.C. Sher- 
ritt, the West nominee for most 
outstanding defensive player, 
who didn’t play against file Ar¬ 
gos because of an ankle injury. 

Defensive lineman Aknon- 
do Sewell said the Toronto 
game was like a microcosm of 
the team’s season. 

“Yeah, pretty much,” he 
said. “Just a lot of bad breaks 
happened in that game ... we 
killed ourselves with mental 
mistakes.” 

Still, Sewell said there were 
a lot of positives to be taken 
from the season.

Key among the new GM’s early priorities 
will be trying to re-sign 13 Edmonton free 
agents, including nine defensive starters, 
and trying to figure who will be the 
team’s quarterback in the future.

“I’m not going to be one 
who advocates for a position. 


I’m focused on making sure the 
decision that is made is, first 
of all, right for my family, but 
most importantly right for this 
franchise.” 

Tillman’s trade of Ricky 
Ray to Toronto proved to be a 
monstrous mistake that left the 
Eskimos without a competent 
starting pivot. 

Kerry Joseph, at 39, said he 


plans to return next year but he 
can’t likely be counted on to be 
a full-time starter. Steven Jyles, 
the man obtained in the Ray 
trade, hasn’t shown in six years 
with four teams the ability to 
be a starter. And Matt Nichols, 
the obvious choice to be the 
starting quarterback, broke his 
ankle in Toronto.
